One should read 
for ready use, for obtaining? the means for 
useful conversation, for oratorical effect, for 
instructive essaying, by the strength of me- 
mory and the impress of the mind. This is 
accomplished by reading and reflection. Let 
the young mind reflect upon what it reads, 
digest it and make it the mind’s property. 
That can be done in less time and with less 
labor than it takes to fill up memorandum 
books, which when finished, leave their 
owners, almost as ignorant as they were be- 


fore. 
We would not he understood as objecting 


to books of index, which merely refer to cer- 
tain works, or pages, to assist one in readi- 
ly turning to any given subject. These may 
be useful when properly arranged. Our ob- 
jection is to that excessive tall of transcrib- 
ing even whole pages from given works, as 
it the mere act of writing them off would 
make them the property of the mind. 

We may refer to this subject soon again. 
Our limits will not permit its farther prose- 
cution now. We trust that what we have 
said and which is intended for the benefit of 
the youth of both sexes, will not be wholly 
destitute of interest and utility. 


As to all our sickly friends, all that we 
can say to them is what was said by an abrupt 
benevolent friend of ours to the startled ears 
of a young lady“ Get out.” 

„Well, I never!“ exclaimed the lady. 

The reader knows the perfection of mean- 
ing implied by that sentence, ‘Well, I never!’ 
However, the lady was not only a fine lady, 
but a shrewd woman; so she got out,” 
and was à goer out afterwards, and lived 
happily enough to benefit others by her ex- 
ample. 

Many people take no exercise at all, be- 

cause they cannot take, or think they cannot 
take a great deal. At least, this is the rea- 
son they give their conscience. It is not 
always a sincere one. They had better say 
to themselves at once, I am too idle,” or 
“TI am too accustomed to sit still to make 
exercise pleasant.” Where the fault is aware 
of itself, there is better hope of its mending. 
But the least hit of exercise is better than 
none. A walk, five minutes before dinner, 
in a garden, or down a street, is better than 
no walk at all. It is some break, however 
small a one, into the mere habit of setting 
still, and growing stagnaut of blood, or cor. 
pulent of body. A little tiny bit of the sense 
of doing one’s duty is kept up by it. A 
glimpse of the reverence is retained for 
sprightliness of mind and shapeliness of per- 

son; and thus the case is not rendered hope 

less, should circumstances arise that tempt 
the patient inte a more active system. A 
fair kinswoman of ours, once reckoned among 
the fairest of her native city, a very intelli. 
gent woman as far.as books went, and lat- 
tetly a very sharp observer into the faults of 
others, by dint ofa certain exasperation of her 
own, literally fell a sacrifice to sitting in doors, 
and never quitting her favorite pastime of 
reading. Ihe pastime was at once her bane 
and her antidote, It would have been nothing 
but a blessing had she varied it. But her 
misfortune was, that her self-will was still 
greater than her sense, and that being able 
to fill up her moments as pleasantly as she 
wished during health, she had pursuaded 
herself that she could go on filling them up 
as pleasantly by the same process when she 
grew older; and this“ wouldn't do!” For 
our bodies are ehanging while our minds are 
thinking nothing of the matter, and in vain 
attribute the new pains and weakness which 
come upon them to this and that petty cause 
—a cold or a heat, or an apple; thinking 
hey shall “ de better to-morrow,” and as 
they were before. Time will not palter with 
the real state of the case, for all our self. 
will and our overweening confidence. ‘The 
person we speak of literally rusted in her 
chair—lost the use of her limbs, and died 
paralytic and ghastly to look upon, of pre- 
mature old age. The physicians said it was 
a clear ease. | 

On the other hand we heard some years 
ago of a gentleman of seventy, a medical 
man, (now most probably alive and merry 
—we hope he will read this,) who, meeting 
a kinsman of ours in the street, and being 
congratulated on the singular usefulness of 
his aspect, said that he was never better or 
more active in his life; that it was all owing 
to his having walked sixteen miles a day on 
an average, for the greater part of it; and at 
the age of seventy, he felt all the lightness 
and cheerfulness of seventeen ! This is an 
extreme case, owing to peculiar circumstan- 
ces: but it shows of what our nature is ca- 
pable, when favorable circumstances are not 
contradicted. This gentleman had cultiva- 
t ted a cheerful benevolence of mind, as well 
as activity of body, and the two together 
were irresistible, even to old Time. 

The instinct which sets people in exercise 
is one of the most natural of all instinets, 
and where it is totally stopped, must have 
heen hurt by some very injudicious circam- 
stances in the bringing up. either of pam. 
pered will, or prevented activity. The rest- 
lessness felt hy nervous people is nature's 
kindly intimation that they should better 
themselves.

WONDERS OF THE UNIVERSE. 


What mere assertion will make any one 
believe that in one second of time, in one 
beat of the pendulum of a clock, a ray of light 
travels over 152,000 miles, and would there- 
fore perform the tour of the world, in about 
the same time that it requires to wink our eye- 
lids, and in much less time than a swift run- 
ner occupies in taking a single stride?! What 
mortal can be made to belive, without demon- 
stration, that the sun is almost a million times 
larger than the earth, and that, although so 
remte from us, a cannon ball shot directly 
towards it, and maintaining its full speed, 
would be twenty years in reaching it: yet it 
affects the earth by its attraction in on ap- 
preciable instant of time? Who would not 
ask for demonstration, when told that a gnat’s 
wing, in its ordinary flight, beats many hun- 
derd times in a second; or that there exist an- 
imated and regularly organized beings, many 
thousands of whose bodies laid close togeth- 
er would not extend an inch? But what are 
those to the astonishing truths which modern 
optical inquires have disclosed, which teach 
that every point of a medium through which 
a ray oſ light passes, is affected with a suc- 
cession of periodical movements regulary re- 
curring at equal intervals no less than five 
hundred millions of millions of times in a sin- 
gle second? ‘That it is by such movements 
communicated to the nerves of our eyes that 
we see ;nay more, that it is the difference in 
the frequency of their recurrence which affect 
us with the sense of the diversity of color ?

BISSEXTILE OR LEAP YEAR. 


The following, from the Frederick Exami- 
ner, will be interesting, no doubt, to many 
of our readers. Beyond the circle of scien- 
tific enquiry so little attention is paid to 
chronologica! exactness that many intelligent 
persons will be glad of even a short account 
and explanation given of the termb issextile. 

In reforming the computation of time, 
Julius Cesar, ordained that the year should 
consist of 365 days, except every fourth year 
which should consist of 366 days, the ad- 
ditional day to be reckoned by twice count- 
ing the 24th of February, which was the 
sixth calend of March. Hence the name, 
from the Latin words, bis, twice, and sex- 
tilis, sixth. The calends (whence our word 
calendar,) or first days of the month, were 
reckoned backwards to the ides, thus the first 
days of March was the first calend; the 28th 
of February was the second calend of March; 
February 26th the third, and so on. 

The Julian year, which by this rule was 
reckoned at 365 davs and 6 hours, was found 
not to be accurate, but to exceed the length 
of the solar year by 11 minutes, which, in 
131 years, amount to an entire day. It was 
therefore, corrected hy Pope Gregory, in 
1872, who retrenched 11 days from the Julian 
computation—being its excess or gain over 
the solar time. Out of this correction grew 
this distinction between the old and new style. 

The Georgian or new style was introduced 
into Germany in 1770, and by act of Par- 
liament, into England in 1752—just one hun- 
dred years ago—the 2d day of September 
(O. S.) of that year being reckoned as the 
14th (N. S.) under the Gregorian system. 
Although the name Bissextile is retained with 
its obsolete import, we intercalate the 29th 
of February every fourth year for leap year, 
and for still greater accuracy, make only one 
leap year out of every four centary years, 
that is—the years, 1700 and 1800 were not 
leap years, nor will A. D. 1900 be reckoned 
as one, but the year 2000 will Bissextile. 
Preserve this memorandum for. future re- 
ference.

A DIABOLIC MURDER. 


— —— 


A murder of great atrocity was discov- 
ered in the suburbs of Philadelphia on Fri- 
day night last. It appears that a boy named 
Lehman, whose occupation was that of a 
Pedlar of Jewelry, had been missed for sev- 
eral days, and apprehensions were entertain- 
ed that foul play had been used towards him. 
Some little girls, who were at play on a coal 
wharf on the Delaware, on the above day, 
discovered, frozen in the ice, in the flats on 
the river, three sacks close together. The 
following narrative of the facts is copied from 
the Philadelphia North American: 


‘These children informed four young men 
who were chopping wood on the shore, and 
they cut out the bags with their axes. They 
partially opened the sacks, when portions of 
human remains became visible. 

The suspicion at once flashed upon their 
minds, in consequence of recent rumored ap- 
prehensions as to the missing pedler boy, Ja- 
cob Lehman, that his body had been brought 
to light. Hundreds of spectators soon col- 
lected, and all arrived at the same couclu- 
sion. 

A messenger was despatched to Kensing. 
ton for Dr. Goldsmith the coroner, aed by 
the time that functionary reached the scene, 
not less than 1500 persons were assembled. 
There was the greatest excitement, and an 
universal feeling of horror prevailed. 

The sacks were removed to the hotel of 
Captain George McCullen, on Richmond 
street, near Huntington, where a jury of in- 
quest was empanneled. 


Upon examining the sacks, a most Lloody 
and horrible spectacle was presented. ‘The 
sight, indeed, was appalling. The stoutest 
nerves could not view it without a shudder, 
and the bare thought of it caused the warm 


In one sack was a head, and legsand feet ; 
in another a thorax, arms and hands, with the 
viscera of the chest; andin the third, the 
lower portion of the trunk, and the hips and 
thighs, with the viscera of the abdominal re- 
gion. The portiods of the body in the differ- 
ent sacks were, with parts of the clothing of 
the deceased, fixed and tied together, so as to 
occupy the least space. 


The head had been severed from the trunk, 
the body hewn in twain, the legs chopped off 
at the knees, andthe feet partially cut from 
the legs, at the ankles, so that they might be 
bent epwards. ‘There had also been an at- 
tempt to cut the thorax in two lengthwise. 
On the top of the head were two frightful 
wounds, fracturing the skull. The nose was 
likewise broken and the eyes blackened.

The distracted father of the unfortunate 
boy was present, but he was so overwhelm- 
ed as to be incapable of affording satisfaction 
as to the identity of his murdered son. 

The clothing was cut and torn into frag- 
ments, and all the buttons were removed from 
the great coat. Around the pieces of the 
body both inside and outside of the sacks, 
were geese wings and feathers. In each 
sack was a heavy paving stone. 

The Coroner went into a thorough and 
rigid investigation of the foul homiefde, care- 
fully conducting the proceedings in order to 
serve the ends of justice, in the best manner. 
Up to a late hour the jury were still in sess- 
jon. awe 

No developments have been made by the 
testimony beyond vague suspicion. The po- 
fice were on the alert, but no clue whatever 
to the inhuman and fiendish perpetrators of 
the alarming deed of blood had been obtain- 
ed. a a 

The victim of the diabolical tragedy was 
the son of Aaron Lehman, a German Jew 
pedier, residing at No. 497 North Seventh 
street, above Franklin Avenue Penn. District. 

When last seen, he had with him about 
$200 worth of common watches, jewelry, 
and fancy articles, which comprised almost 
the entire stock in trade of his father. 

There has never been a parallel to this 
monstrous homicide in the annals of crime 
in Philadelphia. It even exceeds in atrocity 
the murder of the Bartle family, in Roxbo- 
rough. 


SHALL THE PEOPLE RULE ? 


This question, anomalous as it may appear, 
is one that deserves to be considered. and an- 
swered by every citizen of South Carolina.— 
In theory, ours is a government of the people, 
and they have generally, since its establish- 
ment, been accustomed to rule. But recent 
events demonstrate that a great and fearful 
change in this respect is likely to be effected. 
The theory still exists in all of its original 
beauty, but, in fact, the power of the people 
is rapidly being usurped by irresponsible po- 
litical cliques; and unless the recuperative 
energy of a too dormant patriotism is speedi- 
ly aroused to the vindication of popular rights, 
the last vestige of our boasted freedom will 
have disappeared forever. he truth of these 
remarks might be illustrated in many ways, 
but by none more forcibly than iu a review of 
the history of a certain political association, 
‘falsely denominated ‘a convention of the peo- 
ple,’ that is to assemble in Columbia on the 
fourth Monday in April next. We say polit- 
ical association, and can apply to it no higher 
cognomen—nay more, it is not only a political, 
but a partizan association begotten by a par- 
ty, nurtured, reared up, developed and inves- 
ted with the ensigns of power alone by a par- 
ty. 

It cannot, with any propriety, Le termed a 
convention of the people. It was never de- 
manded by them, It was not called by them 
—the time for its meeting was not figed by 
their authority---but all these things were ef- 
fected over the heads of the people and 
against their will, under the secret manage- 
ment of certain political wire pullers. All the 
people have to do with it, from the com- 
mencement to the last act of the drama, was 
to set the seal of their condemnation upon it 
on the second Monday of Octuber last. This 
they dic in a manner not to be misunderstood, 


it would seem, that the people shall no lon- 
ger rule. Ihe convention is to meet in oppo- 
sition to their will-—over the ruins of a viola- 
ted constitution—destitute of all legitimate 
authority, legal or moral, to do any single 
act of binding efficacy-powerless, therefore, 
for good, aud perchance fruitful in evil—in- 
dicating, but too clearly, that what was, in the 
judgment of the people, begun in farce, may 
end in deep laid and fearful tragedy. Things 
standing with us in this condition, it behooves 
the masses to arouse themselves from the pre- 
vailing lethargy, and look around and see 
whether there be any means whereby the pol- 
litical wire pullers, who are ‘strutting their 
day upon the stage,’ may be divested of the 
fearful power they have usurped, and the peo- 
ple reinstated in their ancient rights. 


The Convention is to meet, for what pur- 
pose isa matter of profuund mystery. Neith- 
er the Secessionists Caucus, which determin- 
ed to assemble it, nor the Secession majority 
in the Legislature, which fixed the time of its 
meeting, ventured to utter in the light of d 
one word, in explanation of the objects of its 
cull.

A New Rifle. 


The Nashville (Tenn.) Daily Union states 
that Mr. F. M. Porter, of Memphis, in that 
State. has invented a self-loading rifle. which. 
is said. will supersede every fire arm of the kind 
yet invented. The Union says : 

„We understand that Gov. . has 
given it a careful investigation. and he was so 
much pleased with it that he immiediately ad- 
dr a letter to the Secretary of war, request- 
ing that at least one thousand may be procured 
for the use of the Tennessee militia. Many - 
members of the Legislature have examined it, 
and so highly pleased were they that a joint ro- 
solution was adapted raising a Cotnmittee to re- 


committee was co of Gens. Branbury 
and Whitefield. of the Senate; and Mr. Currin, 
Col. Child, and Mr. Neitherland, of the House. 
They reported that it is the most important im- 
provement in fire arms that has ever been made, 
that whilst itis entirely safe in its use and sim- 
ple in its construction, it can be fired with cer- 
tainty at least forty times in a minute—that 
the invention can be applied to any kind of gun, 


destructive weapon ever invented. The com- 
mittee reported resolutions requesting the Gov- 
ernor to have the militia supplied) with the gun 
by the General Government, and expressing the 
opinion that the Government ought at once to 
purchase the right to use the patent.— These 
resolutions have been adopted and ordered to 
be forwarded to our members of Congress.

A Den of Counterfeiters—Extraordinary 
Developments. 

An engraver of Cincinnatti, says the Times 
of that city, having occasion to execute a fine 
piece of work, took up his abode at the engrav- 
ing establishment of one Robert Neil. a litho- 
grapher and steel plate printer, at Mount Car- 
mel, about fourteen miles from the yA 

One day during the absence of Neil, he obser- 
ved an impression of a bank note upon one.of 
the press boards in Neil's printing room sll 
e were aroused knowing well that Nei 
had no authority to print bank notes, and he 
immediately came to the city and communica- 
ted the information to the President of. one of 
our banks, who advised him to return and insti- 
tute further investigations, which he did. Af. 
ver returning, he got into conversation with an 
ignorant German, who had been in the empl 
of Neil for three ye rs, and learned that he got 
hut $13 per month. he told him he could get 
him a situation in the city at $13 per week: but, 
adds the gentleman, you cannot print bank 
notes, can you *” „Ob, yes,” says the German, 
“but you mast not tell. Neil, as I am sworn 
not to say anything about it by Mr. Neil, who 
says he prints for the State.” He was then told 
that he had been making counterfeit money, 
and was liable to imprisonment in the Peniten- 
tiary. The German became alarmed, hurried 


.| off to Neil. and refused to work any more, and 


informed him what he had been told. The 
gentleman immediately came to the city with 
the German, and the information was imparted 
to the officers. U.S. Deputy Marshall S. B. 
Hayman, accompanied by other officers, imme- 
a Lr to Neil's residence, but the 
bird. not only fled, hut destroyed every- 
—— which could be brought against him as 
evidence. 2 


The German states that over 8400 in 


counterfeit money bad been made hy Neil dur- 
ing the past two \ears. The note worth 50's, 
10's, 40's and 5’s upon the State Banks of Ohio 
and Indiana, and 20's, 10s and 5's upon the 
Northern Bank of Kentucky. Mr. Hayman fol- 
lowed him to New Vork. but loosing all trace 
of him there, it is su that he bas fled to 
Furope. Many things have been elicited since 
the discovery, implicating persons of high stand- 
iug in the vicinity of Cincinnati. It yok eee 
that his establishment has furnished nearly all 
the count€rfeit money on the above banks that 
has flooded the country for two years past. 


Serious Burning Fluid Accident. 

We copy from the Beverly (Mass.) Citizen 
the following aecount of a serious accident r 
sulting from the statement given that the acer 
dent resulted from carelessness. to which su 
accidents may generally be attributed: 

Five children of John Whipple. of Hamil- 
ton, from the age of two to twelve, were shock- 
ingly burned on Wednesday evening. by the. 
bursting of n seirit lamp. about which they 
they were sitting, looking over their lessons 
for school The lamp burning dimly. one 
of them took it to see if it needed filling, 
when it Suddenly exploded with a noise 
like the diachaging of a pistol, and eriveloped 
them in a sheet of fire. With rare presence of 
mind. the oldest boy ran and plunged himeelf 
into a snow drift at the door. Three others were 
seized by different members of the family pre- 
sent, and carried to the pump, where the fire 
was extinguished, while the filth was dipped 
into a tub of buttermilk, which very fortunately 
was at hand. * :

The 
others will pobably recover, though all are 
very sadly burned. their taces and upper ex- 
tremities being blistered and almost entirely de- 
puded. save one, who fortunately escaped with 
burned hands and arms.

SMOKE HOUSES. 


It is not generally understood how much 
‘the’ excellence of bacon depends upon the 
manner in which it may be smoked. In- 
deed, we look upon this part of the process 
as mofe important than a good receipt for 
pickling: A ham that is well pickled may be 
spoiled in smoking it, and then no skill in 
cookery will take away its dark color and 
strong, rancid taste. 

In building a smoke-house, the farmer is 


more apt to regard external appearance, than 
the object for whiah it ig intended. It may 


be strong and neat, but if it be built on wrong 
principles, it will never give satisfaction, and 
the good wife will always be wondering why 
it is that her baeon is not equal to that pro- 
duced im Maryland, where the smoke-houses 
are certainly rather primitive in their con- 
struction. They are usually made of logs, 
rudely plastered with clay on the outside, and 
thatched with straw. The hams are hung 
upon hooks driven into the rafters. The fire 
ef chips—covered with saw-dust, in order to 
prevent a blaze,—are in the middle of the 
floor; and the smoke, after having done its 
duty, escapes through the innumerable cracks 
and openings in the walls and thatch. Such 
a building is not very ornamental, but it is 
much more efficient than those we frequently 
see constructed of brick or stone, with tight 
roof, a close-fitting door, and but one small 
aperture for the escape of the smoke. 

A smoke-house ean hardly be too open. 
Where the walls and roof are tight, or nearly 
so, the smoke condenses on the bacon, ren- 
dering it flabby and ill-colored. To be sure, 
where there is good ventilation, it takes much 
- Jonger to complete the process, but this delay 
we believe to be rather beneficial than other- 
wise. Some people have the fault of always 
being in a hurry, and their bacon is never 
well smoked. It should be cured gradually 
and slowly, and this is another reason why 
the Germans are so successful in the busi- 
ness. In Virginia, two months is not consid- 
ered a long time for the operation, and the 
hams of that State are but little inferior to 
those of Delaware. 

Green sugar-maple chips are said to be 
best for the fire, and after maple, are ranked 
hickory, sweet birch, and white ash or beech. 
Some think well-dried corn-cobs superior to 
any thing else; and they certainly furnish a 
sweet penetrating smoke. Saw-dust from 
hard wood is also excellent for the purpose. 
In damp weather it is advisable to suspend 
operations, for the moisture that then settles 
upon the hams is very injurious. They 
should never be allowed to touch each other, 
or to rest against any flat surface, and it is 
quite as important they hang with the smal 
ends downwards, in order to prevent the es- 
eape of the rich juices by dripping. As a 
security against flies, some persons are in the 
habit of throwing a few red peppers upon the 
fire, as often as once a week, which gives the 
rind or skin a sharp, bitter taste, that is par- 
ticularly disagreeable to all kinds of insects. 
Where the smoke-house is so situated as not 
to be affected by the heats of summer, it is a 
eapital place for keeping the bacon, after the 
operation of smoking is perfected. Flies will 
shun a-dark room, and any that gain en- 
trance may be rendered Earmless by occa- 
sionally burning a pepper or two. If the 
smoke-house be eonstructed on the Pennsyl- 
vania plan, the smoke that comes from the 
kitchen fire, will be an additional protection. 

The great secret in the art of smoking 
kams, is to dry them by smoke, and not by 
heat. Where they are kept in elose proxim- 
ity to the fise, they invariably acquire a disa- 
greeable flavor, if not become soft and grea- 
sy. The smoke should not be allowed to 
seach them until it is nearly or quite cool, 
and to effect this, some farmers have the fire 
outside the building, perhaps twenty or thir- 
ty feet distant, and conduct the smoke to the 


interior through a narrow covered trench. 
By its passage through the earth it is cooled 
and purified, and there can be no danger of 
its giving an unpleasant- taste to the meat.— 
A still better plan is practised in Westphalia, 
which, as all the world knows, is celebrated 
for its bacon. The smoking is performed in 
extensive chambers, in the uppermost stories 
of high buildings. Some are four or five sto- 
ries above the ground, and the smoke is con- 
veyed to them through tubes from the fires 
in the cellars. The vapor is condensed and 
the heat absorbed by the tubes, so that the 
smoke is both dry and cool when it comes in 
) contact with the meat: Many of the farm- 
houses in Pennsylvania have a somewhat sim- 
ilar arrangement, A room is partitioned off 
in the garret, next to the kitchen chimney, 
and the hams are hung from the rafters over- 
head. Near the floor is a small opening in 
the chimney, by which the smoke enters the 
apartment; and, instead of returning to the 
flue, it finds its way into the open air through 
the innumerable crevices in the roof. ‘The 
meat is thus kept perfectly dry, and it will be 
found to have a color and a flavor unknown 
in that treated iv the common method. 


eae BARN YARDS. 


There is one consideration which every 
farmer who keeps stock, and who aims at the 
continual improvement of his lands by the 
appliction of manures of domestic manufac- 
ture, should by no means overlook ; and that 
is, in order to have good manure, he must in 
the first place provide a proper and suitable 
yard. The many inconveniences which were 
formerly thought to be inseparable from 
yards so constructed and situated as to re- 
tain the liquids, were doubtless strongly oper- 
ative in suggesting the practice of locating 
them soas to admit of its readily running 
off; an oversight, by the way, for which no 
eireumstances of abstract convenience can ad- 
equately atone. In Germany, Holland and 
Scotland, the yards are almost uniformly so 
constructed as to retain all the liquid sub- 
stances among the manure. A concave sur- 
face, having a central depression of some two 
or feet, according to the area or superficial 
extent of the enclosure, is selected, and the 
inequalities having been first carefully level- 
ed, the entire surface is covered with clay, 
finely pulverized, and tempered to the consis- 
tency of mortar, so as to be evenly spread. 
In this mass are then placed small stones, of 
a uniform size, and in such a way that the 
entire work constitutes a sort of pavement, 
similar, in many respects, to the pavement of 
our streets, and through which none of the 
liquid particles of the manure can possibly 
escape to the soil below, while the concavity 
of the general -surface, operates also as an 
equally efficient protection against the wast- 
age of the saline and other salts against the 
washings of the rains. ‘These yards are fre- 
quently surrounded by sheds, or temporary 
out-buildings, to which the inmates are per- 
mitted to retire in cold, or damp weather.— 
The introduction of such improvements here, 
would constitute the dawn of a new and most 
important era, and would doubtless soon be 
of incalculable interest tg our agriculture.— 
Here in America where we have a suf- 
ficiency of material ready provided to our 
wants, and where every farmer has both time 
and ingenuity for the undertaking, the con- 
struction of yards upon this excellent system, 
would necessarily involve but slight expense. 
We have known some farmers who have en- 
deavored to prevent the wastage of their li- 
quid manure by putting down an artificial 
bottom of clay. This is usually accomplish- 
ed by spreading over the bottom a thin stra- 
tum, and giving it the requisite degree of 
compactness by pounding or rolling. The 
bottom is.never removed, and by making oc- 
casional additions, it may be rendered a very 
economical and efficient agent in saving a 
most valuable article of manure. When the 
rich liquids of a manure yard are suffered to 
filtrate, and thus pass iuto the depths of the 
earth, the value of the article that remains is 
greatly diminished without any gain. But 
where it is retained, and absorbed by some 
substance, it becomes a most valuable acces- 
sory, and by some writers on agriculture, is 
considered equal to the solid portions of the 
manure. ‘That it is very rich in fertilizing 
particles is indeed obvious from the astonish- 
ing effects it produces on vegetation—especi- 
ally on vines, small plants, &c., when used in 
irrigation, and upon grass lands. 


SALT FOR ANIMALS. 


Professor Simo , Veterinary Inspector 
to the Royal Agricultural Society, observes 
in relation to the action of salt on the animal 
economy, that “it is exceedingly beneficial in 
moderate quantities, but prejudicial in large 
ones.“ He thought horses might take with 
advantage from an ounce and a half to two 
ounces of salt, daily ; but that an excess of it 
would render animals weak, delicate, and 
unfit for exertion. Similar facts were appli- 
eable also to oxen, which accumulated flesh 
faster by the judicious use of salt than with- 
out it. He cited Arthur Young, and Sir 
John Sinclair, to show that salt had a ten- 
dency to prevent the rot in sheep. Prof. S. 
added as his own opinion that salt by its ac- 
tion on the liver, and the supply of soda it 
yielded to the bile, led to a greater amount 
of nutriment being derived from the food.— 
The substance he said, was also well known 
as a vermifuge, destroying many kinds of 
worms in the intestines of auimals, and con- 
ferring a healthy tone of action which pre- 
vented their re-occurrence. Several mem- 
bers of the R. A. Society, as Col. Challoner, 
and Mr. Fisher Hobbs, stated that their expe- 
rience led them to agree with Professor Si- 
monde, in regard to the value of salt for ani- 
mals. In reference to the mode in giving it, 


‘salt in the fields or yards, where it was al- 
ways accessible to the stock, was mentioned 
with approbation. This practice is now 
adopted by many furmers in this country, 
and after several years trial is preferred to the 
former mode of giving salt periodically. When 
animals are only allowed to have salt once or 
twice a week, it is sometimes the case that 
they eat too much at once, but by having it 
constantly in their reach, they eat in such 
quantities as their systems require, and it as- 
sists digestion, and promotes health & thrift. 


HINTS TO FARMERS. 


Hens.—A shed behind your horse stable, 
is the most favorable place for the hens, dur- 
ing winter. You can throw the manure from 
the stalls into it, and as horse dung, es- 
pecially where the animals are grain fed, fer- 
ments rapidly and powerfully, its heat will 
conduce to keep up a genial and summer-like 
temperature, highly advantageous to the 
fowls. By sprinkling sulphuric acid freely 
over the surface every few days, all the unplea- 
sant and deleterious consequences, resulting 
from the ammonial gas evolved by manure, 
will be neutralized, and saved for the benefit 
of the crops. Another important advantage 
attending this practice, is the sating effected 
by the economization of the grain contained 
in the excrement. This, when the manure is 
thrown into the yards, or in heaps is inevita- 
bly lost; but under the system herein recom- 
mended, every particle is saved. Hens ac- 
commodated in this way, if well fed, and sup- 
plied with meal, lime, ashes, chopped vegeta- 
bles, buttermilk, &c., &c., will lay constantly, 
and be nearly or quite as profitable as during 
the summer months. 

Rats may be expelled from your cellars and 
gravaries simply by scattering a few stalks 
and Jeaves of mullen in their paths. There 
is something very annoving in this plant to 
the rat. It affords, therefore, a very easy 
remedy for a most perplexing evil, and much 
more economical and less troublesome than 
gunpowder, “rat exterminator,” cats or traps. 
The mullen is a very common production, and 
may be found in almost every field, as well 
as in pastures and by the sides of the high- 
ways. 

Bonrs.—Save all the bones and having 
mashed them, place them in a tub and pour 
over them a quantity of sulphuric acid. They 
will be dissolved, and may then be applied as 
manure to your turnip and other crop. Not 
a bone should be thrown away. 


LITTERING HORSES. 


It is said that in Sweden, horses are never 
littered. Plank floors are laid in their sta- 
bles, perforated with holes, to enable the 
urine to flow off, so that no wet, and but lit- 
tle moisture can remain on them; and these 
planks, kept clean, are the only eoveriug sup- 
plied. This practice will appear strange to 
many, especially to ostlers in this country, 
but the Swedes attribute to it the soundness 
of their horses’ feet. Their animals are rare- 
ly foundered or Jame in their feet or legs, and 
no other precautions are taken to prevent the 
evil than the above named. : 

A late tourist, in remarking on this sub- 
ject, says:“ The founder I consider to be 
occasioned in some degree by the animals 
standing in soft straw, which is generally 
moist if not wet. The Swedish horse is nev- 
er affected by it, as he stands on a dry, hard 
floor, without any bedding at all.” 


MUCK. 


There are but few seasons of the year, 
when the farmer cannot find time and oppor- 
tunity to get out material from the muck-bed 
for compost. There is probably no article 
more valuable for this purpose than muck, 
and when prepared by any process which will 
radically deprive it of its acidity, and favor 
the advance of decomposition, it becomes one 
of the most valuable applications that can 
possibly be made to any soil. We have seen 
excellent corn on a piece of light arenaceous 
land, which had received merely a dressing 
of common muck applied in the hills. It 
however, is not durable, and lands laid down 
to grass on a muck dressing, unless the ap- 
plication is large, and the material well pre- 
pared, soon “run out.” Composting with 
lime and animal manures, in an unfermented 
state, is the most economical method of pre-
